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STUDIES IN PAPER 


As part of an effort to increase the study of Food Stamp Change paper is- 
sues several lots of items were picked, each of which had enough similar- 
ities to be included in a separate review. By looking closely at pre- 
viously unstudied pieces collectors can often find better ways to organ- 
ize the bewilderingly different issues that constitute the paper change 
field. 


CHICAGO I 


One particularly interesting Scrip-Type series (see also the January, 
1982 issue) was used in Chicago by at least five stores, and probably 
more. By no means is this style the only one used in Chtcago. There 
were scores of others. In the illustrations one can see first an unin- 
scribed example and later two with store imprints. The size of this 
series is roughly 90x52mm. They are always printed in black, except for 
an occasional piece with a red serial number in the lower left hand cor- 
ner. Reverses are uniformly blank. Store imprints are found on the 
second and third lines. Paper colors are in the pastel ranaes. 


During the study one of the interesting facts to emerge was the number 
of backaround safety paper designs. If you look closely, these appear 
as light color, repetitious designs behind the main legends, something 
that those who are more token-oriented would tend to overlook. In de- 
Signing a catalog system, then, these imprints should be taken into con- 
sideration for the organization and development of cataloas. Six such 
designs were found among the scrip of five stores and are crudely re- 
Produced in the sketches below.

Another similarly designed series, possibly printed by the same firm, 
used only safety design #1. The legend is in black and there is no re- 
verse imprint. The denomination/paper color combinations are 1l¢ canary, 
5¢ liaght grey, 10¢ light blue, and 25¢ light green. No 50¢ denomination 
has been examined. The pieces are the same size as Chicago I and the 
words "Chicago, Illinois" have been added to the legend on a third line.

An executive grade stock printed card was used widely by stores in Colo- 
rado, New Mexico and Wyoming and has been described in passino in pre- 
vious issues. They are about 63x116mm and come in all five denominations: 
1¢ - medium brown, 5¢ - cherry, 10¢ - pale green, pale blue-green or 
bright green, 25¢ - salmon and 50¢ - goldenrod. There is no safety desian 


and the reverses are blank. Nearly all imprints examined were rubber- 
stamped.
